The decision of the British colontalists, in the light of the Un 
reaglutions, to hand over state powar to white soltlers who are nelther 
indigenous nor in tha majority, through the Unter, of South Africa Act of 
1909, was illegsl, and its illegality cannot be eroded by the passage of 
tine, The Afcican people of Azania are, therefore, victims of a crust 
hoox that has been perpetrated by European colonislisn; their experience 
under colonialism differs only in detail from that of the rest of Africs 
snd Lt should not be seperated.

By denying the white ainocelty regime 
minbership ef the OAY Africa has demonstrated Ehat she ieee nok cecogniae 
the bogua Republic of South Africa's claim to sovereignty in the land of 
‘Black people. The majority members of the UN Security Council have voted 
tn favour of the expulfion of the apartheid regime (save for the veto by 
Britain, France and the US) and the 23th General Assembly of the United 
Nationa overwhelmingly voted in favour of its delegqation's oxpulelons 

Above all the Aganian liberation movement of , Whole, which is correctly 
—=-—"=-" by the OAU and the UN as the legitimate representative of the 
people of South Africa, rejects the minority regime's claim. To acquiesce 

in Pretoria's claim to aovereignty is tantamount to abating aparthedid= 
coloninliam's crimen against the Asenian people. That fs why 

Africa refuses to bu lured inte the double standards of the doubtfal 
proletariat internationalista referred to above. Apartheid Sduth Agrica sust 
be kept out of the UN.

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PRETORIA "TREASON TRIAL’ COLLAPSES 


Pretorice-The trumped-up Terrorism Act charges brought against 23 
Avania leaders of the Black Consciousness Movement collapsed hopelessly 
in the Proteria Suprema Court at the end ef June. 


Held against the customary background of sordid detentions-without-trial 
and prisitive torturing for the the accused, but also under the glare of 
incansed international public opinion, the trial came down Tike a castle 
of cards when the presiding judge admitted (what the Fest of the world 
knew from the very begining) that he "found the indictaent vague’ 
(Johannesburg "Rand Daily Hoil", June 12, 1975). 


Tan days after making thet statement, when he was dus to mlaborate on 
why he found the indictment to be vague, the prosecution withdrew 
charges against two of the 43 accused (Suleyman Ahmed famail, 27, and 
Sivelingham Moodley, 24) and announced that new charge: would be drawn 
up against the renhsining Its 


Victory for world opinion , 
Up to the €: When this réport wae going to press, almost « month leter, 


the new charge sheet had not been brought up by the apartheid prosecuter- 
dn-chief in this case, €. Rees. He had so bungled the case for the 
apartheid state that at one point the Judge; Justice Boshoff, critically 
quastioned:"How do these particulars explain thia moss. ef Information that 
noalther I nor the defence can understand?" Rees, in response to a request 
from the defence lawyers, had furnished « mountain of information which did 
nothing to substantiate the qrave charge of “conspiring to cause violence 
and revolution, foster feelings of resentment towards whites, Jaolate the 
state and weaken the economy".

44 the Treason Trial of the i3 in Asenis and abroad, were arrested for 
defying @ government baniing ofler against demonstrations to celebrate the

ponctity of our marriages can be respected for as long on the pass laws and 
the sttendant influx regulations are maintained. Hillfens of homes will 
continue to be crudely disrupted and ruined by the evil migratory labour 
system Which turcng oir menfoik inte chattel slaves, Leaving us woman an grass 
widows in the so-called homelands and our childeen virtual orphans. 


Above alli there is no way for ua an Africans to aver exercise the right 

fo Exke part in the government of our cotmtry, directly or through free 
elections; os sdumbrated in the Universal Declaration of Human Rights, unless 
we partake in the revolution that will bring down the whole system of ehite 
domination. The PeAeC. tad formed for the purpose of leading such o 
revolutions, Gur Manifects, adopted by the Inaugural Conference in -April, 
2953, clearly states. that our task to "To create organisational machinery 
for *" organisation and mobilisation of the African people Into powerful 
social force bent upon the destruction of all forces and factors that have 
reduced the ateture of mon and retarded his growth in our country, te create 
conditions favourable for the restoration of man's-fiman worth and dignity 
and for the full devalopment of hie social personality". ,

TRIBUTE TO RODERT RES WA®

London.=<Robert Mabllwane Reshe, our 'Robbig' in the South African 
Liberation struggle, was born in Queenstewn in 1920. As a boy he was a 
Playmate of such men an Tembekile ka Pshunungvsa, Nelson Mandela, with 
whom ha later shared comradeship in the African National Congress whece 
both Tshunungwa and Mandele had bécome prominent leaders. Robble teo 
gained distinction an 2 brilliant political organiser, d 


Ags a Young Han Rebbie came to Johannesburg to work in the mines. He 
delighted in telling the stery of how he quarelled with one of the white 
foremen underground. Robbie attacked theman after he could bear ne longer 
the racist insults directed at him. Robbie then went from one mine shaft 

Eo onicther, staying underground for two or three days dn each. The mine 
euthorition raiaed the alarm to look for him. But when he surfaced ofter 
B6¥eral days, he said he wan ready to go te prisan for hitting # racket 
‘White gan. But the foreman admitted thet ho had. provoked Robbie, Nanetheless, 
the white forenen became so frightened ef going underground with Robbie 
that they stayed at the surface. The South African mines owe Robbie's Widow, 
Maggio Resha, « debt for the index finger on him left hand which he lost 
tolling in the belly of the garth. When he left the mines he entered 
journalism, working fer varicus African newspapers, such an the ISOLT, which 
reported extensively on the Defiance Campaign and of which Rabbie was the 
agsoctate editor, 


TE Was also ot this time that he became active In politics, inmediataly 
after the mineworkars' strike oF 1946. Robbie used to say that hia political 
interest was fired by Clements Kadalie whose I.C.U.(industrial and Comercial 
Workers Union) had become the focal point of African resistance in the 19308,. 
Robbie however joined the African National Congress in 1939. He lived in 
Sophiatown and took part dn all the struggles of the pecple in the Western 
areas of Johannesburg. He became the hero of the peopia in that eras when’ 

he effectively led the 2953 Campaign to realist the rencval of the African 
townships, o removal that involved the disposser dion of the people.

Aebbie Eook part in the fermotion of the ANC Youth League in 2344, In 1954 
he wap elected Tranuvaal FPeesidant ef the ANCYL: He wan also e meaber of 

the NEC of the ANC - a position te which he was ce-elected in successive 
conferences until the ANC was cutlawed in 160. Di t954 he wae elected 
National Propaganda Officer of the ANCYL. Rebbie algé acted es NatLonal 
President ef the Youth Deague from 2954 to 2957 when the Late Poateick Mola 
accéded to this posts Patrick served the “See ond died yvallantly os ian 
UMkhonte we Slewe combatont in Zimbabwe campaigns of the ANC=ZAPU alliance in 
$967, 


In South ‘Africa and shrood Robbie served the ANC in various capacities. In 
1260 the ANC consultative conference at-Meregera clade him head of 
Entertiational Affairs, In this pooition he heiped found the ANC publications 
such a8 "Sechaba", "Spotlight on South Afelea" and "Mayibuyea", and organised 
‘the compilation of scripts for ANC ‘---*-"-*- beamed te South Africa. The” 
eessstion of sone of these publicationa da an indication of the harmful 
Fesults thet can flow from til=-advised and inexperienced decision=saking on 
Matters that were built up over a long time involving many struggler.

Agnin thie ideo = 
could not be adopted in that form. Instead the ANC decided to set-up a . 
comission in London that would act as the lisson between these revolutionaries 
and the AMCs The HEC appointed Robert Resha to assume the dutfes of 4 one-mar 
commissioner and transferred him from Algeria where he was head of the ANC 
fisaion, to Londons As Commissioner Robbie set-up various committess with 
different functions and saw to it that ANC delegations Included members af all 
Facial groups where this was possible, such as the ANC delegations ‘oo. the 
First Tri-Continental Conference in Cubs that included Dr Dadoo and Reggie 
September, ta the World Peace Council and to the 1969 Khartoum Conference tn 
support of the liberation movements in Southern Adricas 


All these efforts did not satisfy the nonm-African group whe never abandoned 
their demand for representatién on the ANC committees dealing with motters 
related to armed struggle. A new strateges was mow fesorted to, namely a demand 
for direct membership to the ANC even though seperate organisations for Indians 
and Coloureds existed in South Africas: The question ofapen membership of the ANC 
eapecially to Whites was rejected in South Africa at a national conference held 
in Jehannesburg in 1958 #hen Ronald Segal applied for membership. Oliver Tambo, 
the Acting President of the ANC, had presided over that 1958 ANC Conference 
whieh clearly laid dewn national policy on this matter. But, owing to unrelenting 
pressure for ecshin of the ANC by the non-African section of the Congress. 
alliance,an 7 conference held Ln Morogere in 1969 hureiedly opened ite doors to 
Whites, Indiana, Coloureds and anyone eloe whe wanted to join. ‘The criterion 
Wot supposed to be support for revelutionary atruggle tegardless of race. —

The broad alliance theory becomes muddled on this question and justifies

take?” Nas come to be redveed to o simple formula that we are all revolutionaries 
and shold belong to o single organisations This approach ignores the hard _ 
historicel realities of our altuatlon. Tt leadea to bickering, manoguvres ot 

bogs conferences for leadership and_in- general, internol disunity. 


Robbie opposed the "Council of War" and the "opon monberahip"propooslis. He 
advocated revolutionary unity based on work and on the performance of 
revolutionary duties. He supported Moses Kotane's view in the 1966 consul tative 
mooting that every revolutionary bad to carry out cevolutionary tasks and 
“subordinate himself to the will of the African pesple without demanding 
membership". Pot holding some of these views and expresting then fearlessly 

ag was characteristic of him Rebbie was pilloried, maligned and wtimately 
very cruelly isolated from the mainstream of ANC activities. He was branded as 
a nationalist, anti-copmiimiat and racist. ps

Even in his last days he never gave up hope. He urged us to atand firm on 
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ert of ‘principle in ‘the struggle ospecially those that partly led te 

Ve Bos isolation. He believed dn the cause of Afeiesan liherntion and for him 
 Afeiean nationalism as a driving force for the oppressed people was not 
mioguided because he aloo believed in the broad democratic alliance of 

bh revolutionary forces. What he did stress was thet the national unity of 
the Africana for which the African National Congress was formed In order to 
fight for liberation should not be allowed to dieappear in the effert to 
bulld alliances. As a man who had subordinated himself completely t6 the 
liberation struggle his contribution to that struggle is too qraiat to be 
summarised in this short assessment. A revolutionary of his atature will 

always live in the minds of those with whom he worked and struggled. His 
convictions amd Ehe just cause of the people of South Africa will triumph.
